Progress  is 
counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  righthand  corner,  to  second  in 
upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  lefthand  corner  and  to  home  in  lower  left.  In  example  to 
left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a  wild 
pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to  circle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that  scoring  plays 
may  be  seen  at  a  glance.

IDEALLY  LOCATED 

FENWAY  PARK  is  ideally  located  in 
the  heart  of  the  famous  Back  Bay 
section  of  Boston.  Several  of  the  city’s 
main  thoroughfares  lead  directly  to 
the  park,  while  public  transportation 
facilities  provide  frequent  service  at 
all  times. 

The  park  is  situated  only  a  three 
minute  walk  from  the  Kenmore  Square 
subway  station  of  Greater  Boston’s 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority.  From 
this  point  direct  lines  or  convenient 
connections  are  available  to  the  down¬ 
town  Boston  area,  all  of  the  surround¬ 
ing  suburbs,  and  to  the  airport,  rail¬ 
road  and  bus  line  terminals  linking 
Boston  to  all  outlying  points. 

Taxicab  facilities  are  available  at  the 
gates  of  the  park. 

Commonwealth  Avenue  and  Beacon 
Street,  well  known  in  Boston  history, 
lead  right  to  the  Kenmore  Square  area 
as  does  Storrow  Drive,  the  newly  con¬ 
structed  highway  along  the  banks  of 
the  Charles  River.  Brookline  Avenue 
and  Boylston  Street  are  other  main 
thoroughfares  providing  the  motorist 
easy  access  to  the  Fenway  Park  area. 

In  recent  years,  the  tremendous  pro¬ 
gram  of  highway  expansion  through¬ 
out  all  New  England  has  brought  Fen¬ 
way  Park,  and  the  thrills  of  major 
league  baseball  in  Boston,  closer  than 
ever  before  for  the  fans  from  the  more 
distant  points. 

Fenway  Park  was  first  opened  in 
1912,  and  it  was  the  scene  of  the  World 
Series  that  fall.  The  Boston  Braves- 
Philadelphia  Athletics  series  of  1914 
was  also  played  at  Fenway,  and  the 
Red  Sox  made  it  the  series  site  in  1915, 
1916,  1918,  and  1946. 

One  of  the  first  moves  of  Thomas  A. 
Yawkey  as  Red  Sox  owner  was  to  re¬ 
construct  Fenway  Park  into  the  mod¬ 
ern,  beautiful  park  we  know  today. 
That  reconstruction  was  started  in  the 
fall  of  1933  and  was  ready  for  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  1934  season.
